DETAILED ACTION

Group I, claim(s) 2-6, 10-14, 18, as specifically drawn to a method of determining if a 
patient is afflicted with ovarian cancer comprising measuring the level of gene 
expression of a set of two or more genes of Table 1 , wherein gene expression is 
measured by detecting polynucleotide expression and a kit for detecting said 
polynucleotides. 

(NOTE: Upon election of group I, Applicant must select a set of ten or less genes 
by SEQ ID NO. It is noted that each set of genes represents a separate invention 
and not a species.) 

Group II, claim(s) 2-9, 14, and 17, as specifically drawn to a method of determining if a 
patient is afflicted with ovarian cancer comprising measuring the level of gene 
expression of a set of two or more genes of Table 1, wherein gene expression is 
measured by detecting polypeptide expression and a kit for detecting said polypeptides. 
(NOTE: Upon election of group II, Applicant must select a set of ten or less genes 
by SEQ ID NO. It is noted that each set of genes represents a separate invention 
and not a species.) 
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Group III, claim(s) 15-16, as drawn to a method of treating a subject with ovarian cancer 
comprising inhibiting a set of one or more genes of Table 6. 

(NOTE: Upon election of group III, Applicant must select a set of ten or less genes 
by SEQ ID NO. It is noted that each set of genes represents a separate invention 
and not a species.) 

The inventions listed as groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking groups l-lll appears to be that they all relate to the special 
technical feature of genes listed in tables 1 and 6 that are differentially expressed in 
ovarian cancer. 

However, Kim et al (2002, JAMA, 287(13): 1671-9) teaches osteopontin, a gene listed in 
table 6, is upregulated in ovarian cancer (see abstract, in particular). 

Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of groups l-lll does not constitute 
a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define a 
contribution over the prior art. 

Accordingly, groups l-lll are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special 
technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept.
